- ARREST GF A STRAMBHIP CAPTALN FOR 
“CARRYING TOO MANY CHINAMEN, 

On Friday last, Captain Nicholson, of the 
British steamer Glenelg, was. arrested’ in 
Portland, Or., for’ violation of tho law ro- 
lative to cakrying passengers, and: placed 
under bonds,’ Tho. &xstom House ofticials 
claimed that the number of passengers 
616 Chineso—was greater than the tonuage 
of the vessel allowed. -A dispatch, yaster. 
day, from the ‘sume port announced - 
the Captain of the Bothwell Castle,'a Bri 
iron steamship, which arrived there . 
1,190 coolie passengers, ‘had also been ar- 
rested on asimilar charge. The following
